Hospital Insurance 
Liberalized 

The Equitable Life Assurance 
Society have notified the Sprague 
Electric Company and its employees 
that they have liberalized all of their 
Group Hospital policies so that in¬ 
stead of requiring a minimum of 
eighteen hours’ confinement in a 
hospital in order to obtain benefits, 
such benefits will be payable, in 
accordance with the terms of the policy, 
in circumstances where there is a 
minimum of only six hours' confine¬ 
ment when due to surgical operation or 
to emergency care for accidental bodily 
injury, but still eighteen hours' hospital 
confinement when due’ to other bodily- 
injury or sickness. 

There is no change in cost involved, 
and no new policies or certificates are 
required.
